Endangered species bill dies 


Issue proves too 
contentious for 
rewrite effort

Field Woodland life is like a stack of 
badly scribbled notes, and Tve learned to 
Itlhilh do the dcdphei^. -• ' 

Maybe you’re the kind of person who 
takes notes, good ones. Your notes are 
readable. They make sense when you 
take them and they still make sense days 
later. 

Not Field’s notes. He’s foreser ponder- 
ing over this or that chicken-scratched 
scrawl. Sometimes he still asks me if a 
note makes any sense. 

Usually his scribbles make no sense to 
me at all. like this one: “Dark Gable, if 
you can image tlut - dogs.” 

■ Wliat? Qark Gable? IT I can image that 
- Pm not sure how Clark Gable got into 
the dog business or Field's mind, but he's 
certain there is something important in 
that note. It bothers him. 

If his note had been about Marilyn 
Monroe, maybe I could have come up 
with something.

Hindng that he wanted to throw a slum- 
ber part for the dogs and kids in the 
neighborhood didn’t trigger much of a 
response. He just chuckled and said, 
“You bet.” 

His “You bet” was the kind that means, , 
“Not a bad idea, but that’s not it." 

I suggested a dozen other scenarios. 

. Field didn't lake to any of them. He par- 
ticjilarly thought the notion of teaching 
kids to be dogs first, then adults, was a bit 
silly. I had to admit it was. But I got 
wrapped up in my own cleverness. 

Even now, I can’t get the notion out .of 
my mind.

Watching for Wapiti 


Elk symbolize 
the best of 
wild Idaho

JEROME - The mighty elk, or 
Wapiti os the Indians called it, is one 
of Idaho’s most imprcssi\'c animals. 

Any elk is impressive, but few 
rights in Idaho's backcountry arc as 
stirring as a bull bugling a challenge 
to his rivals. Thrashing his mighty 
antlers and charging on a dead run 
with wild red eyes and neck hair on 
end, he is a force to reckon with . 


Most sportsmen clearly remember 
the first time they heard on elk bugle 
on a frosty fall morning. 

Historically, several species of elk 
ranged across much of the United 
States and Canada, from coast to 
coast They were killed for their meat.

Thanks to hunt- 
ing conservation and an active reloca- 
tion program, elk now occupy most 
suitable ranges in good numbers. 
Colorado, Montana. Wyoming and 
Idaho are conridered some of the best 
elk states in the United States, 

Moose are the biggest, but elk ore 
the second-largest member of the 
deer family. A trophy bull elk can 
weigh dose to 1,000 pounds on the 
hoof. They ore tan bodied, with a dark 
brown n^ mane and distinenre yel- 
low rump patch. A bull’s antlers con- 
sist of one long main beam, with wtit- 
ed-tipped points faring forward. 

Grasses and forbs are their pre- 
ferred diet in summer months, and 
they ofmn browse on shrubs and trees 
wbra winter snow covers low-growing 
plants. This is particularly true on 
many Idaho winter ranges, where red 
stem ceanothus, serviceberry, maple, 
aspen and vrillows are .prevalent in 
the north; bitterbrush and sagebrush 
ore nibbled on desert ranges in the 
south. 

A herd bull may. collect as many as 
30 cows during the br e e ding season in 
September and early October. Big 
bulls can scare off lener bulls with a 
charge, but bloody brawls can ensue 
betw een two equ^y matched bulls.

SANTA FE. Nil (AP) — Nose 
in the air, Bu^ U hot on a scent 
He whirls around as the wind

the swirling wind. 

Savvy and well trained, he 
knows that birds often hide in 
.'cover so he turhs'towdrd a thick- 
et As he comes to a small bush, 
Bu^ skids to a stop. 

His back rigid, ms tail stiff as a • 
flag pole and one paw slightly 
raised, the stares Intensely at 
the spot, poindng out the bird to 
his partner, the hunter. 

A bird dog on the ht UH is a 
combination of the onunaTs own 
primordial hunting instincts, cen- 
turies of breeding and years of 
trainl^ “That stance is the dog’s 
instihet to poimee on its prey,” 
says trainer Bob Sdtt of Stanley, 
of his dog Buck, who is sdll frozen 
in a pointing stance several yards 
away. *^t is the dog’s insdna to 
find prey and devour it, much 
like a coyote does.” 

Tapping into the dog’s natural 
instincts and training them to 
respond on command is a task 
— itrarrakes years. Norall dogs 
demonstrate good himdng skills 
though. 

”If they don’t have the desire 
to hunt, they^ going to be couch 
potatoes,” Sdtt says. ’’Sometimes 
you'll come asoss dogs that for 
some reason the genes have not 
gellnl and they just don’t want to 
hunt. They want to be a lap dog. 
But that’s OK. Retrievers and 
pointers ^t don’t hunt ore sdll 
great pets and companions.” 

Cmtain breeds are a safe bet if 
you’re looking for a hunting dog. 
Just matdi wnat kind of hunting 
you want to do with the natural 
characterisdes of the br eed . 

Labrador and golden retriev- 
ers live up to their name and are 
bom to fetch. They’re patient 
and obedient, so th^rVe ideal for 
' duck hunting when they may 
have to sit in the same spot for 
hours until the hunter’s shot 
rings out and it’s time to swiin 
out and retrieve the quarry. 

For quail and grouse hunting, 
some dossic breeds include the . 
Vtzsla, Weimaraner, various 
types of setters, spaniels and 
pointers, and the poodle. Poodle?

Buck is so sharp that from a 
hundred yards away, Sdtt will 
yell “whoa” and Buck will 
screech to a halt from a dead

Training should begin when a 
puppy shows its first signs of 
independence.

with the bird, the dog soon learns 
that if the dog does find birds it 
gets discipline, so that it doesn’t 
want to find a bird. Discipline 
mtd the hunting aspect should be 
tmpC separate when Daining the 
dog.” 

Save command training like 
“whoa” and “come" for the home 
or backyard and let the dog’s 
hunting Instincts Qourish natur^- 
ly in the field. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife biolo- 
gists Mark Wilson and Craig 
Springer own hunting dogs. 
Springer owns a black lab named 
Qair and Wilson a rambunctious 
Gordmt setter named Darcy. The 
instincts and behaviors specific 
to their different breeds were 
clear whfle on a grouse hunL 

Darcy, the Gordon setter, usu- 
ally worked furthest in front and 
froze in a point vdien she found a 
bird, while Clair, the black lab, 
swept the field behind Darcy 
staying closer to her owner. 

“The dogs-ere-an-extension-of- 

your senses sweeping the field in 
front M you,” Wilm says. 


For Darcy, searching for and 
finding the bird is the real thrilL 
“When she’s in that position she 
won’t be moved,” he said about 
Darcy when she points at a bird. 
“She’s frozen. She will not 
mos’c.” 

But when the gun goes off and 
the bird falls from the sky. it’s 
show time for Clair. The lab boles 
to the front to retrieve it, a char- 
acteristic true to her breed. 
Darcy is happy to oblige her 
Labrador companion. Her work 
done, she stands aside less inter- 
ested in the retrieving process. 

There is a unique bond 
between hunter and dog that 
de\'elop$ with patience and firm, 
yet gentle tiaiiting. 

Honing the dog’s natural abili- 
ties with love and positive rein- 
forcement is a long and joyful 
process, says Stilt, scratching 
Buck's back at the end of a long 
day of field work. “Always end 
the day on a positive note,” he 
— sayt.-’dhc&youfpcl good and the , 
dog feels good because this is 
suppos^ to be fun.”

BURLEY - After a little less 
than two years of upkeep at exit 
208 along Interstate 84, the dty 
of Burley and the rest of the 
Burley Interstate Landscaping

ITD paid more than $280,000 
to have a Pocatello contractor 
laydown sod andplantrrildflow* 
ers and sumac to spruce up the 
exit and give travelers a nicer 
welcome to the Mini-Cassia 
area. 

Before the project even was 
completed there were water 
problems, and unsi^tly, chest- 
high weeds abounded. 

But the city said it would 
continue to groom the exit 
area while coalition members 
hammered out an agreement 
with ITD. The agreement has 
yet to become a reality, and 
coalition members say they are 
fed up. 

“The developed area was 
never ‘accepted,’" city attorney 
Randy Stone said. “There has 


been plenty of discussion, but it 
hasn’t led to any marked 
improvemenL" 

So the coalition had Stone 
draft a letter that outlines the 
problems and says the city will 
not continue to maintain the 
. exit until a resolution is 
reached. 

But ITD resident engineer 
Andrea Storjohann said her 
agency has b<in trying to work 
with the coalition for the past 
few months— oven iiying-unsuc- .

after the recent letter. 

“We're still trying to work on 
it,” she said. “We haven’t given 
up, but we need to meet to work 
things out." 

Burley Park and Recreation 
Director Dennis Peterson said 
the exit has been a headache 
from the start and he hopes it 
can be resolved. 

"We arc tired of the thing not 
working." he said. “Something 
needs to be dianged out there."

How does East choose" The 
answer lies with Will's informa 
ti\-c play in the heart suit. When 
West overtook East's queen, it 
was obvious tiLs suit wa.<: now sol- 
id. And since ho relumed hi.s low 
csl heart instead of his highest he 
signaled that hLs entn- was in the 
lower-ranking suit in thLs ca.se, di 
amonds. 

Thanks to West's help. East 
has a comfortable discard on 
dummy's dub ace. He discards a 
diamond honor to keep a low 
spade, and South can win nnly 
eight tricks.
